delay longer. 


OLD BUILDINGS, mostly from 
the path of freeways in Los An­ 
geles county, he said, are being 
“dumped’’ 
in 
unincorporated 
areas in Riverside county where 
there is no ordinance to prevent 
them. 
These buildings are obsolete 
and decaying and unfit for h u ­ 
man hapitation. 
The vote w as 4 to 1 for the 
motion. 
Supervisor 
W illiam 
Jones dissented. He w an ted the 
code put to an election. 


OTHER 
MEMBERS 
of 
the 
board said that this w ould be 
unfair as voters in incorporated 
cities which already have build­ 
ing codes would outvote those 
in unincorporated areas w h o op­ 
posed codes. 
Under provisions 
of the proposed ordinance, all of 
District Two and Three (around 
Riverside) would be included. 
The code will not be applied 
to areas where most of its oppo­ 
nents live. 


PALM SPRINGS will be pro­ 
tected by a two-mile belt. The 
code will apply to all areas w ith ­ 
in two miles of the city’s limits. 
Other 
areas 
in 
the 
Palm 
Springs district will be subject 
to the code where, in an y h alf­ 
mile square unit, the density of 
development averages more than 
one residential 
or commercial 
unit per each two acres. 
This would include m ost of 
the area between Palm Springs 
and Palm Desert since another 
provision applies the 
code to 
areas lying between such units 
where the district is not more 
than a half mile. 
It would also apply to Desert 
Hot 
Springs, 
C athedral 
City, 
Rancho Mirage and Palm Desert 
areas.

Threat of secession of the east 
end of Riverside county and dis­ 
satisfaction in the desert area 
from San Gorgonio pass to the 
Colorado river with county gov­ 
ernment, w as echoed 
at Mon­ 
day’s m eeting of county super­ 
visors w hen a motion to change 
the county form of government 
was m ade and seconded. 
The motion w as later w ith ­ 
drawn because three supervisors 
were opposed to such action "at 
present.” 


BUT SUPERVISOR Homer Var- 
t ner, who m ade the motion for a 
\ charter form of government, and 
B. C. Barnes, who seconded it, 
said 
they would bring 
it up 
again. 
Varner's motion asked super­ 
visors to call an election to fill 
a board of freeholders that would 
draw a charter for drastic revi­ 
sion of the county form of gov­ 
ernment. Riverside county is at 
present an unchartered county 
as are most of the others in the 
state. 


IN A CHARTER county, super­ 
visors are elected at large. Pro­ 
ponents of the plan in the des­ 
ert area, say it would end u n ­ 
equal representation and other 
inequalities which have caused 
sentim ent for secession and for­ 
mation of a new Desert County. 
Varner listed these possibili­ 
ties under a charter form: 
1.—Election of supervisors at 
large.

Plans of Palm Springs city to 
enact a Use Tax law, as o u t­ 
lined at last week's city council 
meeting, will meet stiff oppo­ 
sition it w as indicated today as 
local tavern owners, who will be 
most affected, began to lay plans 
to combat the measure. 
The ordinance, which council 
last week instructed City Attor­ 
ney 
Roy Colegate to 
prepare, 
would levy a tax on all alcoholic 
beverages sold here as well as 
on individual drinks. 
It would 
also levy a one per cent tax 
on items bought out of the city. 


WITH MOST of the local ta v ­ 
ern owners out of the city and 
no association meeting sched­ 
uled 
until 
September. 
Irwin 
Schum an of the Chi Chi and Bill 
Foldesy of Palm Springs hotel 
started an investigation into the 
proposed one per cent use tax 
as it applied to sale of individ­ 
ual drinks. 
“The plan 
undoubtedly 
h as 
some merit but as far as we can 
see. no one can be affected by 
the additional one per cent tax 
more than the tavern owners,” 
I said Schuman. “They must reach 
into their own pockets to pay 
the tax. As it is now, the tavern 
owner must charge the customer 
the price of a mixed drink, add 
the 20 per cent am usem ent tax 
and then the one per cent use 
tax. That m ay be the straw th a t 
breaks the camel's back.” 


SCHUMAN ADDED that he and 
Foldesy had contacted Council­ 
m an Florian Boyd and asked 
that no action be taken on the 
proposed 
ordinance 
until 
the 
i Tavern Owners’ association had 
a chance to discuss it in Sep­ 
tember w hen all members have 
returned.

NEW REPUBLICAN LEADERSHIP has taken over con­ 
trol of the party following the 1952 convention.. For the 
first time (at least since Wendell Wilkie’s unsuccessful 
try in 1940) a Republican candidate has been nominated 
without a compromise or deal with the old guard faction 
of the party. Eisenhower says he is not going to repeat 
the experience of 1940, indicating that he will not try to 
go it alone as Wilkie did. 
He has declared, in fact, that 
the 1952 Republican campaign will have as its objective 
not only a Rebuplican in the White House but GOP m a­ 
jorities in the House and Senate and a Republican break­ 
down in the states of the “Solid South.’' 
There will remain, of course, some bitterness on the 
part of die-hard groups of the old guard. 
Many people 
feel th at this will help rather than hinder the Eisenhawer- 
Nixon campaign. 
They argue that since 1940 the Re­ 
publicans have offered the country me who were forced 
to make compromises because of the old guard power. 
It might be said for Dewey that he was prevented from 
breaking away on more than one issue by the old guard 
group. 
Having been nominated over the opposition of 
the GOP bigwigs, Eisenhower will be supported by those 
who might fear that the Republican party’s return to 
power would bring about a return to isolationism. 
People seem to be pretty much fed-up on party politics 
after four years of Trum an’s political chicanery. 
Then, 
too, they looked askance on the Republican contests 
which reflected on the Taft campaign no m atter which 
side was right. 
So, as a newcomer to politics, the Re­ 
publican nominee will appeal to a lot of voters. Both he 
and Richard Nixon will win-over a lot of young people, 
too. It is a fact that Eisenhower will be strong in the so- 
called doubtful states which the Republicans must carry 
to win next November.

passed by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives to that portion of the 
United States code covering law 
enforcement on Indian reserva­ 
tions will end a dry era in effect 
since reservations were first e s ­ 
tablished. 
S tatus of the bill is unknown 
here beyond passage by the low­ 
er house. 
No word of further 
progress has been received by 
officials. 


IN CALIFORNIA, only the res­ 
ervation of the Agua Caliente 
band of Indians is affected by 
the m easure which specifically 
lists it. Reservations in Kansas, 
New York and North Dakota are 
also affected. 
The section of the amendm ent 
which m any local people believe 
will lift the ban against liquor 
on Section 14 is one in which the 
government turns over to the 
states, 
all 
law 
enforcement. 
This they take to m ean liquor 
control, too. 


THE 
SECTION 
in 
question 
reads: 
"Each of the states listed in 
the following table (which in ­ 
cludes California) shall have j u ­ 
risdiction over offenses com m it­ 
ted by or against Indians in the 
areas of Indian country listed 
opposite the nam e of the state 
(Agua 
Caliente reservation 
is 
the only one listed) to the sam e 
extent that such state have ju ris ­ 
diction over offenses committed 
elsewhere within the state and 
the crim inal laws of such state 
shall have the sam e force and 
effect within such Indian coun­ 
try as they have elsewhere in 
the state.” 
No official comment or inter­ 
pretation of the section w as o f­ 
fered by any official itere.

the GOP vice presidential candidate, many in the party 
are wondering why the California delegates were not 
released when it became so apparent that Gov, W arren 
had no chance. While Sen. Knowland joined in the mo­ 
tion to make Eisenhower’s nomination unanimous, it still 
remains a m atter of record that California’s TO delegates 
held firm to Warren on the first and only ballot. Should 
not California have acted more quickly when it became 
so apparent that Eisenhower was going to be nominated? 
Is a "favorite son” position in a convention such a good 
position after all? 
These questions will be discussed in 
California for a long time—and brought up again four 
years hence. 


GETTING BACK to local affairs, we were surprised to 
learn that our city m anager in Palm Springs fears that 
the smog from the coastal area will some day envelop 
the nearby desert if something isn’t done about it. While 
haze is more evident in the San Gorgonio pass than a 
few years ago, it seems very unlikely that there will ever 
be so much as to endanger Palm Springs. 
If it gets that 
bad. so m any people will move out this way that Palm 
Springs will become a suburban area for city workers. 
A 
much greater menace is the possibility that smoke-pro­ 
ducing industry may be allowed to locate in the desert 
area— like the proposed cement mill which Samuel Gui- 
berson wanted to build right around the corner from 
Palm Springs a couple of years ago. 
That would be an 
immediate danger. 
It must be remembered that the peo­ 
ple of this county voted to allow this cement mill to be 
located near Palm Springs. 
To counteract a much greater and immediate danger 
than smog blowing through the pass, Palm Springs and 
all residents of the desert area should join in a campaign 
to: 
1) 
Educate the rest of the people in this county to 
realize that since 40 percent of the county's facilities are 
financed by taxes from this area it is to their own interest 
to protect it. 
2) Work for strengthening of the county 
zoning ordinance to the end that smoke-producing in­ 
dustries will be prevented from establishing factories in 
the area.
